Early this morning we successfully 
entered the enemy's: trenches south of 
Arras.

The British day report says: 

Gas was discharged successfully at 
different points along our front north 
of thé Ancre.

The enemy’s trenches 
were entered in all cases, many. cas- 
ualties being inflicted and a number of 
prisoners taken, In addition three 
machine gun emplacements were de- 
stroyed and a considerable damage 
done to the enemy’s trenches, 
The following ofticial communication 

was issued by the French War Office 
tonight: ‘ 

On the Somme there has been sus- 
tained activity by our artillery. The 
enemy's reply was particularly brisk 
in the region southwest of Barleux 
and in the reg.ons of Belloy and 
Déniécourt. . 

This morning an enemy attack, 
starting from the St. Pierre Vaast 
wood salient to the east of Rancourt, 
was repulsed by grenades, Shortly 
afterward a reconnoissance debouch- 
ing from the small wood northwest of 
Bouchavesnes was dispersed by our 
machine gun fire. 

On the remainder of the front there 
is nothing to report. 

The official statement issued this aft- 

ernoon by the French War Office says: 

On the Somme the’ night was calm 
to the north of the river. To the 
south there were bombardments on 
each side. 

In the Roye district the enemy car- 
ried out a very lively bombardment 
against our Canny-sur-Matz posil- 
tions.

THE RAILWAY “ BOOM.” 

Tuk ANNALIST’has calculated the pro- 
portion. of business in railway: shares 
during .the recent activity on the 
Stock Exchange. I¢ finds that on one 
day. last ‘Week it reached 42 per. cent. 
of the total business. That is surpris- 
ing. For many montha industrials 
have taken four-fifths of the business 
on the Stock Exchange, It is neces- 
sary to go as far back as 1914 to find 
a representative week with as large a 
proportion: of business in. railway 
shares 4s last week's. In 1914 the 
proportion of raitway business reached 
70 percent. For the full year 1918 it 
was 46 per cent. This is'a year. so 
much better than 1913 that..the .rall- 
ways cannot be said to haye ‘regained 
their fujl-share of popularity, but the 
cunparison of last week's 42 per ‘cent. 
with the 20 per cent. more or less of 
carlier weeks. this year ‘shows botir 
how great the progress is and how ré- 
cent. e 

Yesterday’s unreasoning market 
shows nothing in particular regarding 
either rails or industrials. Whether 
peace or war is' good or bad for the 
market, it is in much the same boat 
etther way. A market may De foolish 
on any one day’s business; or any: one 
security; but ite tendency over a term 
of weeks: or months is seldom mis- 
taken, The sustained activity in rails 
shows that Wall Street perceives some- 
thing ahead of other, financial markets, 
For, example, the rise in alls on the 
Exchange cannot reflect that October 
dighursements ‘included .an- increase of 
dividends for railg of: about a@ half a 
million dollars against: eleven millions 
for industrials.

Crowd of 1,000 Fights Police ane 
Nine Are Arrested. 


Nearly a thousand excited men and 
women, mostly striking street car work- 
ers and their friends and relatives; came 
out of two meetings in Lyceum Hall in 
Eighty-sixth Street, near Third Avenue, 
yesterday afternoon, and’ begun attack- 
ing cars and fighting policemen.

Cereal Crops Suffer from Suminer’e 
Adverse Conditiine—Record Yield 
of Tobacco Is Promised. 


WASHINGTON,. Oct. 9.—With the 
price of flour higher than it ‘has been | 
in. many years, interest in the Gov- 
ernment’s. October crop report, issued 
‘today, centred ‘in the forecast of this 
year’s wheat production, which ts the 
smallest since 1904. The ¢rop of Win-. 
ter wheat is 200,000,000 bushels. smaller | 
than last year, and the production of | 
Spring wheat probably will be lower | 
by more than that quantity and the 
smallest crop in the-last twenty-one 
years. With a carry-over of approxt- | 
mately 160,000,000 bushels from last} 
year’s record-breaking crop of 1,011,505,- } 
000 bushels, Agriculture Department of- 
ficials believed this year's short crop 
would be sufficient to meet domestic! 
requirements and leave about 100,000,000 
bushels available for export to help 
supply the heavy demands of the war- 
ring European nations. A significant 
feature of the grain trade this year 
is the importation of wheat ¢rom Ar- 
gentina, a cargg of which is now on its 
way to this country. 

Other cereal crops also suffered from 
the adverse conditfons of the past Sum- 
mer and smaller*production has result- 
ed in most cfops. White potatoes par- 
ticularly will be short, the. crop this 
year being the smaliest in the last five 
years. Tobacco, hay, and rice, however, 
promise record ,crops this year.

Carranza Signs a Decree Prohibit- 
ing the Long Popular Sport. 


MEXICO CITY, Oct. 9.—General Car- 
ranza signed a decree tonight prohibit- 
ing. bull fighting throughout Mexico. 
The. decreé is the. climax of a campaign 
waged by the newspaper El! Universai, 
which attraeted wide attention through- 
out the republic. 

In’ the decree General Carranza says 
that the “Government is under . obliga- 
tions to stamp out customs which are 
opposed to culturé and to aid civiliza- 
tion by elevating the moral level of the 
citizens, . Bullfights are denounced 
needlessly endangering the lives of men, 
torturing beasts, provoking sanguinary 
sentiments, and disgracing the country.
